The Wife Takes the Fatal Draught in_ 


His Presence—The Inquest. 


A very romantic suicide occurred in the 
tenement house No. 116 Mulberry — street 
about 9 o’clock last evening. The house is 
occupied by Conrad Frees, and Amy Grone 
was employed there as a servant 
for some time past. Last night 
about 9 o’clock Mr. Frees was called from 
his room by Ed. Berning, a young man very 
well known about town, whe had been visit- 
ing Amy Grone at the house, who swore at 
the inquestthis morning that he had been 
married to her for the last two months. 
Berning told Mr. Frees thatthe girl had‘ 
just taken poison, astatement which she con- 
firmed, saying that she had troubles like 
everybody else. Berning went for Dr. Rose, 


but the girl died at 9:45 p. m., just as he ar- 
rived. No. notification ha been given 
to the Coronor until this morning, 
when Officer McDonald heard ru- 
mors of the matter, and called at the 
bouse for particulars. He first saw Mrs. 
Frees, who, he says, evidently tried to con- 
ceal the matter, and said that the gir] was all 
right. He next met Berning, and on asking 
him why he had not reported the matter, was 
answered that he wanted to-keep the matter 
secret and Oring her from the house. Officer 
McDonald further’ states that the 
dead girl was a_ niece of Henry. 
Grone, the brewer, and that young Mr. Grone 
visited the house and identifiea her as his 
firet cousin this morning. The girl was about 
nineteen years of age and was pregnant. The 
evident feeling in the vicinity is that there is 
some mystery in the matter whieh has not 
been cleared up, and the delay in sending for 
the physician and the attempt to hide the 
matter from the Coroner were freely dwelt on 
by theneighbors. The girl was fair looking 
but by no meanspretty, with light hair and 
complexien, and stoutly built. Ed. Berning 
is very wellknown. His fatherisa grocery- 
keeper, living on St. Ange avenue, and his 
brothers, Gus. and Henry Berning, are 
equally well-known abouttown. The testi- 
mony given at the inquest is as follows: 
CONRAD W. FREES 
being sworn, testified: 

I reside atthe place of isquest and had 
Amyinmy employ as a servant‘since four 
months. /She was in‘my employ about thir- 
teen months, some six or seven months ago. 
Her ageis about nineteen. Bornin Galves- 
Texae,-As~ far as I know ‘she 
was single, though I heard  ~rna- 
mors _ that she was married 
to Kdward Berning. These ramors, how- 
ever, were denied by Amy. At 9:45 p. m.. 
vesterday, either Mr. Berning or the deceased 
knocked at my door teading from the. dining 
room tomy bed-room. I looked out of the 
window, as I could not locate the knock, and 
saw Bernipg and Amy standing on the frent 
stone steps. I asked him whether he 
had called me. With that remark 
he came up stairs and met 


me at the dining-roorm door, second tloor, an@— 


told me tbat he thought Amy had taken poi- 
son, Rightthen Amy had followed Berniag 
und said, “Yer, 

I NAVE TAKEN POISON.” 
I asked her why she had taken tae poison. 
Sbe answered that every one had their 
troubles, and sbe had her own troubles. She

also told me, upon my Solicitation, that she _ 


bought the poisun from Wm. Krem-, tue 
druggist on Chouteau avenue, soutn side, be- 
tween Noeme and the street west. [am pos- 
itive from her statement to me that she cook 
the poison berselr. 

DR. EDWARD ROSE, 


being duly sworn, testified: l ama physician, _- 


and 1eside at 917 Souta Second sireet. .1 was 
called about 9:45 p. m., by, first, Mr, Berning, 
and then Mr. Fiees. Thev told a.e Miss Grune 
hed poisoned herself. I cume to see the 
patient, and found. her lying in the 
recond story east end front room, 
in bed. Sbe was ia. até it 
condition, with the teeth firmly set, and died 
within two or three minutes after my arrival. 
From the information I received [ would feel 
certain that she took the poisun herself with 
suicidal intent. eee 
EDWARD BERNING, 

who testified he was the busbaad of the girl 
sworn, deposes and says: 1 knew the deeuas- 
ed. I have known her about one vear. 
and I were keeping company together. \Ve 
were married onthe 29:h day of June. I 
would not have told you that if you did not 
ask. We kept the marriave a secret because F 
did pot want it to be known uatil 
I got a permanent situation. Yester- 
day evening about five minutes past nine 
I asked my wife for the photograph of an oid 
flame of mine which she bad in her posses- 
sion. I had not asked forit before. She re- 
fused to give ittome. She said: ‘*You want 
to go back to that girl and leave me.’’ I de- 
vied that such was my intention. My wife was 
jealous of me before I married and ever since. 
{ could not. mention a lady’s uname 
but shebecame jealous. Immediate- 
ly after telling me that I wanted 
to go back to the original of the pho‘ograpb, | 
she turned her back to me, dipped a vial into 
uglassof water, shook the vial and swal- 
lowed the contents.

THE ORANG OUTANG. 


An Adult Specimen for the London 
Zovivcgical Gardens. 
From the London Telegraph. 


An adult orang-outang hasarrived in this 
country from Malacca, and will probably be- 
fore lovg become, in its turn. a center of at- 
traction and *‘the lionof the day” in the Zo- 
ological Gardens. The orangin question is 
not, like so many of his kindred .who have 
preceded bim to England, an infant in years, 
but ef midd/: ageand full-grown. Hestands 
five feet without his stockings, and, beinga 
little bald ana well whiskered, is a very re- 
spectable looking specimen of the man ape. 
Tbe baby orangs who have hitherto been ex- 
hibited lave been guileless urchins of no de- 
cided character, solemn countenance like 
ether babies, and easily put out of sorts. 
Vi-itors cullea them *‘poor little tbhings,’’ and 
though they were coddied with blankets and 
sop, Women thought it, on the whole, rather 
a sbame that they were not also allowed per- 
ambuiators avd rattles. The human help- 
lessness of the very \oung orangs certainly 
justified this maternal! solicitude oa their be- 
half, and the repeated fai'ure to rear them to 
maturity told a pitiful tale of Innes too deli- 
eate to bear our climate. ‘Their ways and 
habits, sothusesy awho baye kept them as 
pets, are « xuctly those of human babies. They 
refuse to. skep alone, and even if left by 
themselves when awake will cry fretfully 
They being rockedina cradle, 

and hate being washed. When anything is 
offered them not to their taste, they kick 
violently, just as buman beings of the same 
age do, but when Satisfied with the bottle or 
plaything given them they croon in acodn- 
tented wav over it until placidity merges into 
sleep. To\s havetotbe provided for them. 
and they breek them all punctually, after, of 
course, having tried firmly but ineffectualiy 
to choke themselves with them. When hap- 
piest, they lie in a helpless fashion on their 
backs, turning their heads occasionally from 
oue side tuthe other, with all four hands in 
tre air, hoping apparently to find something 
to take hold of, but unable to guide their 
firgers to any particular object. As time 
passes and they grow adventurous, they try 
to tumble cut of their cradles, and often suc: 
ceed, to their immense ciscomfiture, for their 
legs being to weak to bold them up, they have 
to lie onthe ground on their stomachs uatit 
friencly bai ds place them rizht side up. Al 
these baby traits of c pduct and charac‘er 
commenced the very jilvenile orangs tothe 
tender teympatby of their visitors, and thoir 
wistful chiid-: yes always made them pe's of 
the public. But who, we should like to 
know, is guing to pet the elderly ape that has 
just arrived; or how cau we javish any tender 
sentiment over acreature that staads five 
eet bigh and has a bald head and@ig whisk- 

rs? 

The great strength ofthe orang-outang now 
among us bas indeed necessitated extravrdin- 
ary precautions in his confinement. ‘lhe 
cage io Which he traveicd @as so smail that 
he could not have fair play for his tremen- 
gous aims, tudthe bars so thick that he 
could not make any impression upon them 
with bis enormousteeth. Impotent, there- 
fore, for miscbief, the hairy prisoner sits 
huddled up and roaring. Any interférence 
with bim. howé@ver kindly meant, is at ‘once 
resented by language which might easily be 
translated into bumsan equivalents, and the 
vigor with which he shakes his cage proves 
the sinceri-y of hisill-feeling. Heis not of 
ibe interesting age that excites the sof’- 
hearted compassion of the gentler sex; for it 
is. iinpostible to connect this yreat hairy ape 
with any idea so tenderly suggestive as feed- 
ing-bottles and perambulators. If given 
hiankets, he will probably eattbem, and as 
fer coddlirg him, the keepers mightas well 
ibink of c ddling asteam-engine. In their 
native baunts they were never trifled witb, 

“TY6r they were movarchs of ail thev surveved, 
asd the only neighbors capable of mo- 
lesting thein were the infrequent 
crocodile and the still rarer python; while

If 
escape seems desperate, they make no etfore 
fo xun fromthe cnemy, but utilizing the best 
eover that is available, avoid the missiles. 
spesrs, or bullets 2s lung as thev can, and 
when bedly wounded move away le‘surely 
into the thickest foliave they can reach, and 
«expire Without acry.

Napoleon lll, and His Son.

One of the few occasions on which he passed 
the 15th of August in Paris was the day on 
yphich the Armv of Italy received frem him 
crosses and medalsin the Place Vendome, 
nineteen years ago. This celebration did not 
serve the interests of the dyuastr. It made 
friends for the Napoleons in tne Italian 
cities which had been garrisoned by Austrian 
soldiers for nearly balf a century, but it irri- 
tated the clergy, the orders and the devotees, 
apd still more the thinking classes of the 
nation, which was exasperated at the specta- 
cle of a self-made and despotic Emperor, and 
tbe troops which kept bim on the throne, set- 
ting themselves uptothe admiration of the 
world as deliverers of oppressed nationalities. 
The werds **fourbe” and “timposteur’” I well 
remember hearing in the throng which press- 
ed zgainstitbe railings of the Tuileries Gar- 
dens as the Emperor rode in mMitary state to 
the Viace Vendome, where he was joined by 
the Empress and the little Prince, at that 
time in his fourth year, 

The dynastic trinity ascended a platform 
decorated with flags and eagies. ‘The boy, 
dressed in a military uniform, was presented 
to the army, and a scenic effect was produced 
by verding him to embrace a shattered, bat- 
tered hero, Who «as borne on a stretcher to 
receive a military medal. It wason this oc- 
casion that the late. ’rince Louis Napoleon 
was first introduced tothe whole army. Ile 
had corpor:|’s stripes—-another sterile ftic- 
tion—on the sleeves of his tunic. The *‘de- 
terminism’’ was being given to bis mind 
which eighteen yea’s later was to draw him 
to South Africa. Enfants Je la Troupe form- 
ed bis cortege. The oflicial world which oc: 
cupiedtbe Place Vendome vehemently ac- 
claimed the child when he had kissed and 
deconated the dilapidated human being. A 
sign was made by the Emperor for the I’rince 
to be carri¢d tohim. In dumb show the vic- 
torious Cxsurtcok the boy in his arms and 
heid him out from bim, toward the troops. 
Preparations had been made for this coup de 
theatre by a court artist, who represeuted 
the voung l’rince standing on a prie-Dieu 
chair, clad in his military garb. The Empress 
knelt behind bim, wearing the Gothic crown 
and robes of Biancbe of Castille. In the boy’s 
face precocious gravity was expressed; intne 
wother’s, hope and elation. 


The Broadway Tunnel.

‘There is now a definite pene that with- 
in two or three years rapid transit trips will 
be made from South Ferry to Central Park 
through a tunnel under Broadway. Thecer- 
tificate of incorporation of ‘‘The New York 
Underground Railroad Company” has been 
tiled in the County Clerh’s office and tne plans 
for ithe road are compieted. It is promised 
that the contracts for construction will be 
awarded within a fortnight and that by Octo- 
ber, or perhaps November, the actual work 
of excavating wiil begin. The directors of 
the company for the first year will be: Sam- 
uel Campbell, Hugh J. Jewctt, George K. 
Blanchard, George Ticknor Curtis, Samuel 
L. M. Barlow, Rh. Seweil, George B. McClel- 
lan, Andrew Gilsey, E. A. Quintard, G. fT. 
Howard, Dougias Campbell, J. F. Ruggles, 
James I. Pierce. he new company 
will be the successor of **Phe 
New York City Central Under- 
ground Company,’’ which was specially 
chartered by the Legislature, April 17, L868. 
The charter was smended May 11, 1860. ‘Ihe 
franchise was soi'd under foreclosure in 1876 
tio Mr. Origen Vandenburgh. To him the 
franchise and property were conveyed by or- 
der of the’Suprrior Court, March 18, L876. 
The new company has been orranized under 
chapter 469 of the Laws of. 1875. as amended 
April 9, 1880, and uader chapter 430 of the 
Laws of 1874. Mr. Vandenburgh will convey 
the franchise and property of the old corpo- 
ration to the new company as soon as the first 


meeting of the directors has been held, which | 


will be on next Thursday. It is said that 
Gen. McCiel!an will be the president of the 
company, and that arrangements have been 
made in Kurope for placing the bonds of the 
company on favorable terms. The details of 
tbe financial arrangements can not be learned 
until after the ofiicers of the company huve 
been chosen and the terms of the transfer of 
the franchise have been settled by the con- 
tract of conveyance from Col. Vandenburg 
to the company. The company expects that 
the road will be completed on or before June 
1, 1885, so that it will be in operation by the 
time the World’s Fair is opened.

The circular cloak is 
very becoming to tall, slight figures, and not 
unbecoming to stout persons, and even small, 
short figures can wear this garment. Lich 
walking-suits are, fowever, much more dressy 
than the long garments, and these will, no 
doubt, find many partisans. The confections, 
which are to be of medium .size, are very 
craceful, and although long ones have so 
many advantages, they will probably soon be 
abandoned for the newer styles.

since it was first brought out. Embroidery 
and Jace retain their prestige, and will do so, 
most probably, for sometimetocome.

ézuipure embroidery is in all the colors of 
the goods with which it is employed, and 
forms beautiful trimmings. It is alse used for 
lingerie, such as la;ge batiste coilars aod 
cuffs. A great quantity of this embroidery is 
used on children’s garments, as it is much 
stronger than lace. Percale petticoats are 
trimmed with a deep plaiting scaloped on the 
border. Undcer this scallop is a marrow gath- 
ered flounce, pointedontheend. This forms 
akind of balayeuse. Simple peignoirs are 
made with large ‘‘Juive’’ sleeves, and 
trimmed witb narrow scalloped bands. Ele- 
gant in-door dresses are of surah in all shades, 
with full face trimmings,and colored satin rib- 
bon butterfly bows. Many peignoirs have old- 
fasbioned broad ribbon sashes, which are tied 
a littie low on the left side. Double, triple 
and quadruple lace collars continue in vogue. 
Full ruchings are also the style. Fichus of 
all kinds, *jabots,’’ and neckties are made 
of such light fanrics as gaze de |’Inde. 
These are all great additions tothe toilet. A 
tichu of bretonne iace and brocaded gaze de 
l’Inde is made ofa deep piece of bretonne 
lace for the lower part and a piece not quite as 
“ide turbirg up to form the “Medicis” collar. 
Be tween the laces is a bias band ef gauze em- 
broidered with tiny Pompadour flowers. 
Down the frontis a lace jabot, with cream- 
colored surah bows. 

Porte-bonheurs are replaced by serpents of 
soft chain work, with the heads ornamented 
with rubies, sapphires, or emeralds, and the 
‘‘vachepot’’ bracelet is formed like a golden 
stick. The serpent can be even twisted around 
this. The ‘**cachepot’’ bracelet is the latest 
style of porte-bonheur. As ladies do not wear 
diamonds at watering places, there have been 
seen a great Variety of parures of dead gold 
in the Etruscan style, and necklaces with 
bracelets to match of plain black velvet. 

Some autumn bonnets have already ap- 


. peared. They are in the most varied and pe- 


culiar shapes. Some of these are of plushy 
material in a gilded fawn-color, which looks 
much like silk fur. They project over the 
forehead, and_are tied over the ears bv means 
of changeable ribbons, in either fire or fawn 
coler, shading off gold-color. Another style 
is a helhotrope satin in the twoshades. This 
is sewedon the frame in a bias. A dark beige- 
colored downy hat bas a broad raised brim, 
which is trimmed with Scotch plaid twisted 
silk. Dlaced flat on the side is a large bird. 
There are also capotes worked with light 
green beads. These are very becoming to 
blondes. 


The Buried Workmen. 
From the New York Sua. 


If the bodies buried in the Hudson River 
Tunnel are ever to be recovered, which seems 
to be asecondary question with the company 
and its engineers, it’ is time some efticient 
means were adopted to recoyer them. On 
July 21, twenty workmen were buried inan 
excavation about fifty feet below the surface, 
and within from fifteen to twenty feet of a 
shaft, which, the necessary precautions being 
taken, furnished a sure avenue of access to 
the excavation. Ior six weeks the company 
has been promising to restore these bodies to 
mourning friends and relatives, and at latest 
accounts they are no nearer to it than they 
were when tbe tirst promise to exhume the 
bodies within ten davs was made. The en- 
gineer of the company did rot at first think 
it necessary to build a coffer-dam at all; then 
he advocated a mere temporary affair, cone 
structed of canvas, as sufficient to prevent 
the influx of tide-water while measures for 
reecue were being carried out. When this 
was found to be impracticable, by counsel of 
competent engineers hot engaged in the en- 
terprise it was finally, at the expiration of 
four or five days of useless pumpiag, decided 
to build a substantial coffer-dam and cut 
down to the graves of the buried men in that 
manner. The friends are now informed that 
the cofter-dam has failed, and that a caisson 
will have to be sunk within it in order to re- 
cover the bodies.. This will take a week or 
two, possibly three weeks longer, and by the 
time the object will be accomplished it will 
have to be said that twenty persons were 
buried about sixty feet deep in an excavation 
not beneath the bottom of the river—in fact, 
about twenty-five feet distant from the river 
bank—and that it required something more 
than two months to exhume their bodies and 
restore them totheir friends. There have 
been noextraordinary and unanficipated dif- 
ticulties in the way; the nature of the ground 
was perfectly familiar to the superintendiag 
engineer, and yet, after pumping the shaft 
elear of water, bodies lying only fifteen or 
twenty feet distant, separated only by an air- 
lock, have tain for two months in the mud and 
silt by the river bank.

_ WESTMINSTER WAX-WORKS,. 


A Tough Old Lot of Counterfeit Ppr,, 
sentments. 


From the Londoa Globe. 


The perfect funeral effigies now remainj 
in Westminster Abbey are some eleven ;; 
number and can be viewed by an -order from 
the Dean. A small door to the north of the 
“high’’ altar leads by a wondrously narrow 
stairway to the abode of these curious relj,,. 
they stand about the chamber in glass-frop;! 
ed osken presses, over which between tp, 
clustered columns one sees space of the sip. 
rious fnterior suffueed with gentle light, The 
panes that guard the effigies are scratchag 
with the initials of generations of nobodie, 
of whom the historian can discover nothino 
save that they were possessed of diamop 
rings. The figures themselves have that air 
of- lofty resolution never to look at a e)m. 
moner that isso characteristic of your arjs- 
tocraticwax-work. They are copiously pow. 
dered with dust that lies in tiny drifts in the 
dimples of their features, and hangs on their 
eyelushes. And dust is upon their noses ang 
upon the lace, and velvet, and miniver of 
their robes, and upon the broken orb and the 
tarnished sceptre, The face of ‘‘Queen Eliza. 
beth”’ is striking, lean, yellow and aquiline, 
the image of “venerable old-maidenism,” as 
one has called it; the figure is abnormally 
long- waisted, and is disfigured by the absurd 
parniers of a bygone fashion. This eftizy 
only dates from 1760, when it was made at 
the expense of the chapter forthe bi-centen- 
tenary of the collegiaté church. The dress is 
probably of older date, and the face model- 
ed upon the older mask. The jewels on this 
figure, as on the others, are spurious. 

“Charles II.’ is considered a good like. 
ness, and ia a fair stateof preservation: but 
the merry monarch seems affected by an un- 
dercurrent of melancholy. William and Mary 
face each other with a heavy Batavian oigni- 
ty, and good Queen Anne looks onin plump 
mzjesty. The Duchess of Buckingham and 
her child occupy one case,and John Shefiield, 
the first duke, one of Anne’s Ministers, is re- 
cumbent opposite, exposiog a very large pair 
of red heels. Thefeflizy of the beautiful Duch- 
ess of Richmond dates from about 1702, anda 
gray parrot is enshrined withit. This lady’s 
will oirected that a handsome image of her- 
seif should be fashioned, arrayed in ‘‘corona.- 
tion’’ robes, and placed under the best crown 
glass, and “nove other.’? The parrot had 
been the humble frieud of the Duchess for 
foity years, and survived her only a few days. 
‘*Nelson’’ preseutsaslim and spirited ap- 
pearance; the ~-elothes, with the 
exception of the coat, were actually 
worn by him. The tigure is enlarged 
from a statuette in wax, executed during 
Nelson’s lifetime, and its raisun d‘etre 13 very 
curious. Nelson having been buried at St. 
Pauls, bis funeral car attracted crowds to the 
catbedral and diminished proporiionately the 
harvest of sixpences at the Abbey. sThe 
Westminster people hit upon the expedient 
of having tbis effigy made, and quickly read- 
justed the balance of popular favor. The Kart 
of Chatham, in robes of state and grasping 
the inevitable roll, completes the tale. Ona 
tLe floor is a plain square box; an inscription 
upon it informs us toat it contains the re- 
mains of the vnhappy Major Andre. They 
have probably found a more honorable rest- 
ing: place by this time, but the box adds an- 
other ghastly touch to a most uncanny corner 
of the Abbey. As one steps eut amongst the 
knots of gazers and idlers in the transept, 
there comes a sense of having been withdrawn 
fora while from the present into a secret 
cbamter where, in mouldering state, the 
mighty departed hold the ghost of a conclave.

SHALL WE SUBMIT ? 


der the shadow of the census of 1880, A 
gross wrong has been done the city. It 
must be corrected. Every business man 
knews that the trade of St. Louis has about 
doubled in ten years. We all Know that 
we have built 18,000 houses. since 1870. 
We all know that we have added 30,000 to 
our population by the extension of the cor- 
porate limits of the city since 1870. 
These are facts, plain and undeniable. But 
the census just taken makes St. Louis ap- 
pear as adecaying, retrograding city. If 
it stands, it will do us incalculable and ir- 
reparable injury. It will dishearten our 
own people. It will discourage capital. 
It will decrease the value of real property 
and choke up our. prosperous __in- 
dustries. There are facts enough 
at hand to prove beyond the 
shadow of a doubt that the census 
just taken is not correct. Inthe first place 
it is a patched-up and bungled affair. 
First, there was the enumeration made 
originally by Salomon, and which would 
have given the city about 325,000 inhabi- 
tants. What we mean is that if Mr. Salo- 
mon had been allowed to make his report 
without a word of criticism from the peo- 
ple and the press he would have given 
about the above number of inhabitants. 
He made corrections under popular pres- 
sure and added some 3,000 names. 
Then the, Post-office carriers tried 
to make still further corrections, and added 
25,000 names. Then Special Agent Saw- 
yer comes out from Washington and finds 
errors in the enumeration of the carriers, 
and allows only 5,000 from~their addition 
to go into the Salomon list. Here we have 
really four results, with a wide difference 
between them all. Which is correct? We 
answer, none of them. The three last are 
based on the original enumeration of Salo- 
mon, which has been proved and admitted to 
be erroneous. Now, we ask in the name 
of common decency and justice if we are 
to allow the fair fame of our city to be 
tarnished by this bungling work. A cor- 
rect census is possible and we should have 
it. The people of St. Louis have the 
money and the facilities to take a census 
of their own, and if, by such a one, it shall 
appear that we have a larger population 
than that given by the Government cen- 
sus, we need have no fear but that Con- 
gress will order another official enumera- 
tion.

t Fruit in the Mer- 
—Latest Details. 


The doors of the Merchants’ Exchange will 
be thrown open at 7 o’clock this evening for 
the reception of visitors to the exhibition of 
the Mississippi Valley Horticultural Society. 
The scene in the great ball to-day was a 
most apimated one. The merchants 
were gathered together in groups 


at the south end anxiously scanning the call 
boards, while the criers yelled out the figures 
as they flashed over the wires. Near the walls, 
between the heaters,the samples of wheat, 
corn and other agricultural products usually 
seenon ’Change looked lonesome and gesert- 
ed, all the attraction being the 
bright- colored ‘fruit of every vari- 
ety scattered about in rofusion. 
There were boxes, barrels and baskets in 
every direction, some of them filled, but 
the majority had already emptied their con- 
tents, which adorned the tops of a number of 
immense tables. The little wooden shell 
plates were groaning under loads of peaches, 
apples,pears and grapes. The fountain wasen- 
circied by asplendid collection of greenhouse 
plants sent by Mr. Jordan, the florist, and 
the sprays falling among the green foliage 
made a very pretty sight. 

About the rostrum Henry Michel & Co. 
have an exhibition of one thousand rare 
plants fresh from their greenhouses, and the 
southern end of the hallis also beautitied by 
a splendid collection of plants. The imitation 
of 

THE EGYPTIAN OBELISK, 

which is forty feet high, and now completed, 
towers above all, the. bright-hued ap- 
ples on its pyramida summit, 
seeming like plums from below. Exhibitors 
were very busy arranging their coliections 
and labeling each variety. There are grapes 
of every kind and apples, peaches and pears 
of every description. Some exhibitors have 
as high as 175 varieties of one fruit, and as 
there are about 600 exhibitors, some concep- 
tion may be had of the exposition when eve- 
rvthing will be ready for public inspection. 

North of the fountain the space is occupied 
almost exclusively by displays of apples and 
pears. Below the fountain, peaches, grapes, 
and various other fruits predominate. 

There will be no formal opening, and no 
ceremonies will be gone through. A band of 
music will be on hand, and when 
the doors are thrown open to the public there 
will be a kind of improvised promenade con- 
cert. The officers of the society and those in 
charge of the fair are jubilant over the bril- 
liant prospects and predict a glorious future 
for the Mississippi Valley Horticultural So- 
ciety. A meeting will be held to- 
morrow at 4) o’clock in the 
Laclede Hotel for the purpose of effectiny 
permanent organization and recsiving new 
members.

Tne ex-Presi- 
dent of the Southern Confederacy sends from 
his sea coast home at Beauvoir some choice 
shaddocks, field corn and scuppernong 
grapes. 

The Iron Mountain Railroad exhibits a 
variety of apples, pears, peaches and some 
extraordinary persimmons grown in Arkan- 
sas on the line of the road. 

One of the representatives from Georgia 
was particularly surprised at the enormous 
proportions of the persimmons, and as he 
feasted his eyes on the tempting fruit be said 
in answer to aremark: **! reckon J’Il have 
to move to Arkansas. Did you everseea 
Georgian who didn’t love persinimons?’’

WEB, M. SAMUEL 
said he wasthoroughly convioced that some 
arangement should be made about a new cen- 
sus, and that ho was ready to co operate in 
any way in his power. 
MARCUS A. WOLFF 
heartily approved of the course of the Post- 
DISPATCH, and said be was ready to go down 
into his pucketto help any movement that 
might be agreed upon. He thought the city 
was being greatly injured by the official re- 
portmade bythe Gevernment ofticials, and 
that St. Louis had at least 400,000 inhabit- 
ants.

THE PLATFORM STRIKE, 


It Has Becomé Gehéral in Fast St. 
Louis. 


The strike of the platform hands at the rail- 
road depots iu East St. Louis has become 
almost general. The only roadon which the. 
men have not struck 1s the Illinois and St. 
Louis, a short road which extends no farther 
than Belleville, and they wii) prob- 


ably quit this evening. Thirty-five 
men at the Vandalia depot and 
twelve atthe Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy quit yesterday morning. Twenty-six 
bands employed at the Obio and Mississippi 
yards followed this morning. At 12 o‘ciock 
to-day twenty-five bands of the Chicago and 
Alton and twelve of the St, L., W. & P. also 
quit work. These men are acting peaceably 
and are endeavoring by argument to impress 
their late employers withthe justice of their 
claims. They have been receiving wazes 
varying from $1 10 to $1 25 per day, and they 
now demand ‘i 50. Their places have not 
been supplied, the roads not being 
able to secure laborers. At the 
Vandalia depot a few men are 
working; also atthe Chicago and Alton and 
Ohio and Mississippi depots, but they are not 
able to dispose of the quantities of freight 
which are lying on the platforms. The com- 
panies assert that they will have no trouble 
in finding hands if they choose to search for 
them. .
